Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Services 


IN MADRID FOR THE YEAR 1971 


There are three predominating areas of activity in which 
the public health nurse functions in this, a generalized program. 
In home visiting, in clinics, including child health conferences 
and immunization clinics, and in the school health activities she 
renders her services to individuals and groups of individuals. 

Children in Madrid receive health services in the school 
and child health conferences in Phillips. A vision and hearing 
retesting program for children referred by the teachers is carried 
out. Immunizations against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus 
(lockjaw), poliomyelitis, measles, rubella (german measles) and 
smallpox are administered. Whenever a child is found to have a 
health problem or a parent expresses an interest in further 
guidance the public health nurse plans visits to the home and 
continues to serve the family. 

My sincere thanks to all the people who have assisted in 
the various health efforts throughout the year.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 


Androscoggin Home Health Services 


In January 1972 the Androscoggin Home Health Services 
observed its fifth anniversary of service to people of the Tri- 
County area. During these years we have provided over 70,000 
home care visits to more than 3,000 patients. While we view 
these statistics with some pride, we would hasten to acknowledge 
that the agency owes a debt of gratitude to many persons, both 
lay and professional, and to the communities which comprise the 
area for making it possible for us to serve people. Without the 
help of so many, our fifth anniversary would be a bleak affair. 

Community health agencies have a responsibility to contin- 
ually bring the services they offer to the attention of the public 
as a means to promote their appropriate use. At the risk of 
repeating information which has appeared in previous reports 
to communities, I bel'eve it is important to restate some basic 
information about our services. 

Home health services are primarily designed to meet the 
needs of sick and/or disabled persons. Frequently, these are 
people who have been hospitalized, but continue to require 
part-time nursing care on an intermittent basis. Not infrequent- 
ly, the availability of this service makes it possible for a patient 
to leave the hospital sooner than would be the case were profes- 
sional care in the home not available. Referrals to the agency 
may come from any source — spouse, neighbor, friend, etc. — 
but on-going services must be under the direction of the patient’s 
own physician. In addition to nursing, we provide the services 
of physical therapists and health aides, the latter service now 
being implemented throughout the region. 

Patients are able to pay for home health services in a variety 
of ways including Medicare, Medicaid, major medical insurance, 
and the Veterans Administration to name a few. Fees are 
charged in cases where there is no third party payment mechan- 
ism, but these are based on a sliding fee scale which is designed 
to take into consideration each family’s ability to pay. 

We at “Androscoggin” are continuously seeking to develop 
ways to bring better services to more people, and we are con- 
fident that several recent developments will assist us toward this 
goal in 1972. We are particularly pleased to announce at this 
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time that we have most recently entered into a one-year pilot 
project with Associated Hospital Service of Maine (Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield). As a result, Blue Cross subscribers in this service 
area will be eligible for home health care benefits beginning 
this spring. 

In 1971 we provided fifteen thousand, one hundred twenty- 
eight visits to the entire region. Of this total ninety-six visits 
were to residents of Madrid. 

On behalf of the Board of Directors and staff of the Andro- 
scoggin Home Health Agency, I want to express appreciation 
for the continuing support of the people of Madrid.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 5253, Title 30, 
Revised Statutes of 1964, and at your request, the financial 
records of the Town of Madrid have been audited for the 
municipal year ended February 1, 1972.

TOWN OF MADRID

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Madrid has 
been completed for the municipal year ended February 1, 1972. 
The audit included an examination of the records maintained by 
the Assessors, Selectmen, Tax Collector, Treasurer and the town 
meeting records of the Town Clerk. 

The examination included a review of cash transactions as 
well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
results of the year’s operations revealed that unexpended bal- 
ances exceeded overdrafts in departmental accounts by $736.94. 


ASSETS# ee The cash balance of $13,076.57 was reconciled 
with a statement furnished by Maine National Bank, Phillips, 
Maine. 

Taxes receivable totaled $472.80 at the year end and repre- 
sented the balance of the 1971 commitment. 

Tax liens totaled $91.48 at the closing date. 

Accounts receivable of $24.77 was due from the state for 
welfare expenditures. 
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BIABIAUTUES Town notes issued in 1965 totaling 
$2,000.00 were paid in full during the year. A town note of 
$4,850.00 issued in anticipation of flood damage reimbursement 
was also paid during the year. 

The truck reserve fund of $3,223.50 was transferred to the 
truck operating account to pay current operating costs. 


SURBIUS hea. Balances carried forward to 1972 amounted to 
$5,965.56 at the year end. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $7,200.06, an in- 
crease of $1,404.80 as compared with the preceding year. 


TRUST FUNDS ..... Trust fund principals remained at 
$900.00 while unexpended income totaled $131.81 at the year 
end. There were no expenditures. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertain- 
ing to the Town's financial status. Audit procedures were fol- 
lowed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these state- 
ments. 

In our opinion the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting schedules fairly present the financial position of the 
Town at February 1, 1972, and the result of its operations for 
the year then ended.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens of 
Madrid: 


My annual report is hereby submitted for your considera- 
tion. 

The number of students from Madrid enrolled in School 
Administrative District No. 58 schools as of February 1, 1972, 
was as follows: 


Kindergarten 1 Grade 7 1 
Grade 1 2, Grade 8 5 
Grade 2 i Grade 9 2, 
Grade 3 3 Grade 11 2, 
Grade 5 Z Grade 12 2 
Grade 6 wy — 

Total 23 


The cost of education is increasing all over the state, and 
Madrid finds itself with a request for a major increase. The 
reasons for the increase in cost to Madrid are: 

1. Increase in tuition rates: Elementary $456.70 and Secon- 
dary $828.74. 

2. Increase in the number of students. 

3. More students in secondary school where the rates are 
higher. You have two students graduating from high school and 
five entering. Thus the cost of tuition on the secondary level is 
$2,560.22 higher. The elementary tuition cost is $660.17 higher 
than last year because of the number of pupils and the high 
tuition cost. 

4. Increase in noon conveyance cost because of distance to 
be traveled. This increase amounts to $180.00. 

A small part of the above cost is taken care of in increase 
in State Subsidy. It is estimated that you will receive $379.91 
more in State Subsidy next year. 


Your educational cost for the fiscal year 1972-73 will increase 
by $2,939.00. 


The School Committee had two evening meetings on this 
budget and could see no way of cutting it and pay their bills. 
In closing I wish to thank the School Committee and the 


Citizens of Madrid for their cooperation.
